Ninth Mississippi World Trade Conference 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER, in a ma- 

jor address in New Orleans during the 
Louisiana Purchase Sesquicentennial last 
October, stated that one of the critical 
factors in our national life is our depen- 
dence on foreign trade. 

The annual Mississippi Valley World 
Trade Conference has been emphasizing 
this fact since its inception, and each year 
in April has pro- 
vided world trad- 
ers the opportu- 
nity of getting 
together to dis- 
cuss the complex- 
ities involved in 
conducting the 
foreign trade up- 
on which we de- 
pend so much. 

The conference 
is sponsored by 
the Export Man- 
agers’ Club of 
New Orleans, 
with the close co- 
operation of In- 
ternational 
House,  Interna- 
tional Trade 
Mart, the New 
Orleans Board of Trade, Ltd., the Board 
of Commissioners of the Port of New 
Orleans, and the Foreign Trade Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the New 
Orleans Area. 

Since the mid-continent region contains 
55% of the country’s total area, 51% of 
its population, 59% of its railroad mile- 
age, 58° of its total income from crops 
and livestock, 30% of the value of manu- 
factured products, and 49% of its mineral 
production, the Mississippi Valley is in- 
tensely concerned with the problems of 
world trade and the foreign economic 
policy of our government. 

The meeting this year will be of unusual 
significance in view of the fact that major 
decisions on the future of our govern- 
ment’s foreign economic policy will un- 
doubtedly be made during the present ses- 
sion of Congress. 

In recognition of this as a year of deci-

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sion, the theme of the 9th Mississippi 
Valley World Trade Conference is design- 
ing Our International Trade Pattern, spot- 
lighting the recommendations of the Ran- 
dall Commission. 

Accordingly, the ninth annual conference 
will give particular emphasis to discus- 
sions of the Randall Commission recom- 
mendations which have been submitted to 
the President and to the Congress of the 
United States. 

Recognized government leaders and pri- 
vate experts will address the sessions and 
participate in the forum discussions, pro- 
viding expert attention to the problems 
and questions raised by the delegates. At 
the conclusion of these discussions, it is 
anticipated that the conference will adopt 
a number of resolutions giving its recom- 
mendations for action needed to develop 
a sound foreign economic policy. 

Wednesday afternoon, April 28, will be 
devoted to registration, visiting exhibits 
and displays arranged by a number of 
Mississippi Valley States, inspections of 
International House, International Trade 
Mart, the Chamber of Commerce of the 
New Orleans Area, and the New Orleans 
Board of Trade. Business sessions will 
begin Thursday morning, April 29, fol- 
lowed by luncheon and the afternoon ses- 
sion, with this schedule repeated on Fri- 
day. The yacht, Good Neighbor, will be 
at the disposal of delegates for a harbor 
inspection trip Saturday morning. 

The conference committee has author- 
ized an award to be presented to that 
individual in the Mississippi Valley consid- 
ered to have made the outstanding contri- 
bution to development of world trade dur- 
ing the preceding year. The initial award 
will be presented at the 10th conference in 
April, 1955. However, a committee consist- 
ing of world trade leaders within the Mis- 
sissippi Valley will be designated during 
the forthcoming conference this April. The 
committee will meet prior to the 10th 
conference to select the recipient of the 
award. Thereafter, the award will be pre- 
sented each year, and will be one of the 
highlights of the annual meeting. The 
award will be known as the Mississippi 
Valley World Trade Conference Annual 
Award. 

A large attendance is expected from 
throughout the United States and a num- 
ber of countries overseas, and the 9th con- 
ference promises to be a most memorable 
one in all respects. In addition to the more 
serious business of the meeting, wholesome 
entertainment of delegates and their ladies 
is planned. There will be cocktails aboard 
a Mississippi Shipping Company luxury 
liner, and a unique show-boat party on 
board the romantic river steamer Presi- 
dent. Especial entertainment for the lady 
guests will be provided by the Ladies Com- 
mittee. 

The meeting affords world traders the 


opportunity of becoming better acquainted

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A GLANCE AT THE PROGRAM

Ninth Mississippi Valley World Trade Conference 


EW ORLEANS, the natural gateway 
1 for the great Mississippi Valley, will 
again be the meeting place in April for the 
Ninth Mississippi Valley World Trade Con- 
ference. Headquarters are the Jung Hotel; 
the dates, April 28, 29, and 30. 

To those attending former Mississippi 
Valley World Trade Conferences, the pro- 
gram this year will be a noticeable change 
from the past. It is considerably broader in 
substance and the subjects and personnel 
discussing them point to this year’s con- 
ference being our “heaviest” thus far in 
terms of quality. 

The theme, Designing our International 
Trade Pattern, is appropriate and leads to 
subjects currently before us. They have 
been highlighted by a series of special 
studies, culminating in the appointment of 
the Commission on Foreign Economic 
Policy (The Randall Commission) whose 
recommendations will doubtless provide 
the basis for legislation this year. 

Being fully cognizant that the contents 
of the Randall Report have been stated 
before by other studies and actually break 
no new ground either in approach or in 
proposed solutions, the Program Commit- 
tee feels, however, that the premise and 
purpose back of the creation of the Ran- 
dall Commission is so interesting and im- 
portant nationally that a review and dis- 
cussion, pro and con, of some of the issues 
is both timely and worthwhile. 


The program is arranged to cover four 
main topics: 

>» Trade Relations 
graphic Areas. 

> Our Future Trade Policy. 

> The Dollar Problem. 

> Adjusting Our Economy to Increased 
Imports. 

Trade relations and problems’ with 
Latin America and with the Far East will 
be the subject for the first session; a 
luncheon follows at which the speaker will 
discuss European Trade Problems. 

The second session, one of the most 
timely, is titled, A Look Ahead at our 
Foreign Economic Policy. This will deal 
with fundamental issues surrounding Ran- 
dall Commission recommendation and im- 
pending legislation. One speaker is well 
known for his protectionist views, the 
other is very active in the move toward 
liberalization of trade restrictions. 

The Dollar Problem, sometimes called 
the Dollar Gap, our third session, is a per- 
ennial one. We are fortunate in having 
very capable speakers discuss the signif- 
icance of convertibility to the exporter and 
importer, and the part that foreign invest- 
ments play in the demand for and avail- 
ability of dollars abroad. 

The second luncheon follows with Selling 
Abroad in 1954 as the subject of our 
speaker. (Continued on page 298)

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Dumping Under the 
Anti-Dumping Act of 1921

HE frequency of recent complaints of 

dumping, and the significant impact of 
these charges on our foreign trade, justify 
an analysis of the subject. The authors 
have lately successfully defended a foreign 
producer of viscose rayon staple fiber 
against a complaint of dumping, and offer 
herein a practical approach to the problem. 

In its broadest sense, dumping may be 
defined as price discrimination between na- 
tional markets, that is, the sale of com- 
modities in a foreign country at one price, 
and to domestic purchasers at another and 
higher price. Dumping may be classified 
according to the duration of the dumping 
and the motive of the dumper: 

“(1) A temporary and sporadic selling 
abroad below the domestic price of a sur- 
plus that cannot be disposed of at a profit- 
able price at home. It is the principle of 
the ‘bargain counter’ applied to interna- 
tional trade. 

“(2) A constant deliberate selling abroad 
below the domestic price of a portion of 
a factory’s output, since by operating full 
time foreign producers can reduce the 
average cost and increase the total profits. 
Monopoly frequently results in this prac- 
tice. 

“(3) A method of predatory price cut- 
ting intended to destroy a foreign industry, 
to eliminate a competitor, or to prevent the 
development of competition in the import 
market.” (William S. Culbertson, Commer- 
cial Policy in War Time and After, p. 141, 
Appleton, 1919. See also, Jacob Viner, 
Dumping: A Problem in _ International 
Trade, University of Chicago Press, 1923; 
Sir William Beveridge, Tariffs: The Case 
Examined, Longmans, Green & Co., 1932.) 

Notwithstanding the definitions of the 
economists, no penalties may be imposed 
for dumping except under the sanction and 
definition of statute. 

The Antidumping Act of 1921 (19 
U.S. C. 160-171) provides (section 160(a) ): 

“Whenever the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury (hereinafter called the ‘Secretary’), 
after such investigation as he deems nec- 
essary, finds that an industry in the United 
States is being or is likely to be injured, 
or is prevented from being established, by 
reason of the importation into the United 


States of a class or kind of foreign mer- 
chandise, and that merchandise of such 
class or kind is being sold or is likely to 
be sold in the United States or elsewhere 
at less than its fair value, then he shall 
make such finding public to the extent he 
deems necessary, together with a descrip- 
tion of the class or kind of merchandise to 
which it applies in such detail as may be 
necessary for the guidance of the apprais- 
ing officers.” 

Analysis of the statute indicates that in 
order for the Secretary to arrive at a 
finding of dumping he must find: 

1. Injury—to a domestic industry. 

2. Cause—by reason of the importation 
of foreign merchandise. 

3. Value—being sold at less than its 
fair value. 

All of these elements must exist in con- 
junction. A negative finding with respect 
to any of them must preclude a finding of 
dumping. 

There is no dumping if these is injury to 
the domestic industry by reason of the 
importation of the foreign merchandise, 
but the imported merchandise is not being 
sold nor is likely to be sold at less than 
its fair value. 

There is no dumping if the imported 
merchandise is being sold or is likely to be 
sold at less than its fair value, but the 
domestic industry is not being nor likely to 
be injured. 

There is no dumping if the imported 
merchandise is being or is likely to be sold 
at less than its fair value, and the domestic 
industry is being or is likely to be injured, 
but the injury does not arise by reason of 
the importation of such merchandise. 

During the course of the rayon staple 
dumping case, domestic producers con- 
tended that all competition causes injury. 
Some Treasury officials believed that the 
injury contemplated by the Antidumping 
Act is the broadest form of injury—that 
once one can spell out any injury to a 
domestic producer caused by imports, the 
statute has been satisfied. Although it is 
true that all competition, even in a sellers’ 
market, may affect the price of a com- 
modity, not all forms of competition or 
injury can justify the application of the 
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penalties of the dumping law. In fact, the 
claimed interpretation is contrary to the 
clearly expressed intention of the statute. 

The Tariff Act contemplates that mer- 
chandise may be sold to the United States 
at a price lower than the sales price in 
the country of production, by providing in 
Section 402 (19 U.S.C. 1402) that the basis 
for determining the dutiable value of im- 
ported merchandise shall be “ (1) The 
foreign value or the export value, which- 
ever is higher.” The Tariff Act therefore 
recognizes the possibility of the existence 
of a foreign value which may be higher 
than the export value, and provides a 
consequence: the imposition of duty on the 
higher foreign value, without the applica- 
tion of the drastic provisions of the Anti- 
dumping Act.

that the Act contemplates the broadest 
form of injury: on the contrary, the Con- 
gress clearly and narrowly specified the 
kind of injury that would justify applica- 
tion of dumping duty. 

The importance of identifying and em- 
phasizing the Congressional intent to the 
Treasury Department becomes evident up- 
on analysis of the nature of a dumping 
proceeding. 

A dumping investigation is initiated 
upon complaint by a domestic producer 
that he is being injured by foreign mer- 
chandise which is being imported at a 
price less than the foreign home market 
value. Neither statute nor regulations pre- 
scribe the nature of the investigation: the 
statute merely provides that ‘‘Whenever 
the Secretary of the Treasury ... after 
such investigation as he deems necessary, 
finds . . . then he shall make such finding 
public to the extent he deems necessary, 


The proceeding is ex parte; neither the 
complaint, the identity of the complainant, 
nor the specifications of the complaint, are 
made public. The statute does not impose 
the standards on which the Secretary’s 
finding shall be based, nor are hearings 
required. (We do not consider here the 
applicability of the Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act of 1946 to this question.) The 
Secretary need not disclose to public in- 
spection the information received in the 
course of the investigation, and does not 
make public the results thereof, other than 
to declare that he finds dumping exists. The 
Courts have declined to accept jurisdiction 
to review a finding of injury made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. (Kleberg & Co., 
v. United States, 71 F.(2d) 332, 21 Ct. 
Cust. & Pat. App. 110, TD 46446; Kreutz 
v. Durning, 69 F.(2d) 802, TD 47045, aff. 
3 F. Supp. 364; Amtorg Trading Corp. v. 
United States, 71 F. (2d) 524, 21 Ct. Cust. 
& Pat. App. 532, T.D. 46975.) 

The necessity of adequate preparation 
and presentation to the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the arguments of the foreign pro- 
ducer or the importer that the domestic 
producers have not been injured by the im- 
portation of foreign merchandise is now 
clearly demonstrated. There is no other 
forum for argument. There is no appeal 
from a finding of injury.

IMPORTED CANNED FOOD PRODUCTS 


The Agricultural Research Service of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture has made 
a number of amendments to its Meat In- 
spection Regulations. These amendments, 
which are effective as of March 18, 1954, 
are intended to clarify the fact that certain 
requirements of the Meat Inspection Regu- 
lations apply to products offered for im- 
poriation under the regulations. The amend- 
me its are as follows: 

1. A new paragraph (f) is added to Sec- 
ti n 27.3 to read: 

“(f) No canned product shall be admitted 
{ .to the United States unless it meets the 
{ ,llowing requirements: 

“(1) Canned product must be processed at 
such temperature and for such period of 
time as will assure keeping without re- 
frigeration under usual conditions of stor- 
age and transportation, with the exception 
of canned product specified by the Chief of 
Branch which is processed without steam- 
pressure cooking in accordance with the 
methods approved by the Chief of Branch 
and which is labeled ‘Perishable, Keep Un- 
der Refrigeration’ where such labeling is 
required by the Chief of Branch. 

(2) Heat processed canned product shall 
show the external characteristics of sound 
cans, that is, the cans shall not be over- 
filled; they shall have concave sides, ex- 
cepting the sea side, and all ends shall be 
concave; there shall be no bulging; the sides 
and ends shall conform to the product; and 
there shall be no slack or loose tin. 

“(2) A new paragraph (q) is added to 
Section 27.8 to read: 

“(q) Representative samples of canned 
shelf size (under 3 lbs.) product such as 
hams, shoulders, shoulder picnics, and pork 
loins shall be incubated by holding them for

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Railroads In Foreign Trade 


HESAPEAKE and Ohio Railway last year 
had its fourth successive year of in- 
creased earnings, according to C&O’s 1953 
annual report. C&O net income in 1953 of

in market value, which is expected when 
Lackawanna is relieved of its heavy sink- 
ing fund requirements. Willard F. Place, 
Financial Vice President of New York Cen- 
tral, has been on the Lackawanna Board of 
Managers through the consent of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for many years, 
but New York Central neither exercises nor 
desires to exercise control of Lackawanna 
and through Lackawanna, of Nickel Plate. 
There is no need for the Commission to 
waste time and money investigating this 
matter so far as New York Central is con- 
cerned, because New York Central is willing 
to have Mr. Place resign as a member of 
Lackawanna’s Board and will place its 
Lackawanna stock under a trust agreement 
with any trustee the Interstate Commerce 
Commission selects. ‘We have more impor- 
tant things to do than wrangle about a 
question which is really moot so far as 
New York Central is concerned. ”

way trailers by either side loading or end- 
loading. Conventional flat cars are usually 
53-feet long and can handle only one large 
size or two small trailers. The Erie is the 
first railroad to announce a decision to buy 
specially designed flat cars of this length 
for possible use in “rail-trailer” service. The 
100 cars are estimated to cost over $1,000,000. 
Platform height of the cars will be 41 inches 
from the top of the rail. Mr. Johnston ex- 
plained that low-slung “depressed-center”’ 
flat cars are not necessary for this service 
on the Erie as its extra high and wide clear- 
ances are ample to take care of trailer 
heights on straight flat cars. Specifications 
will call for a 75-foot car, 94%-feet wide with 
a capacity of at least 60 tons, equipped with 
four-wheel, roller-bearing trucks for opera- 
tion in high speed service. Rubber-cush- 
ioned draft gears will be used with “tight- 
lock” couplers to absorb shock and reduce 
slack action. Until such time as these cars 
are used for carrying trailers, the Erie in- 
tends to use them to haul such commodities 
as farm implements, structural steel, poles 
and piling and other freight. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has filed 
applications with the British Columbia 
Liquor Commission for liquor licenses 
covering company trains and ships operat- 
ing in the province.

American railroads operated at a new 
high record of efficiency in 1953, according 
to reports for that period just received by 
the Bureau of Railway Economics of the 
Association of American Railroads. Not only 
did they handle more tons of freight per 
train in 1953 than ever before, but those 
trains were moved at a high record speed 
and the average output of transportation 
per train per hour was the greatest on 
record. Class I railroads in 1953 moved an 
average of 23,443 net ton-miles of freight 
per train hour. This was more than three 
times as great as the average for 1920 and 
approximately one-third above that for the 
year 1943. The average in 1953 also was an 
increase of 878 net ton miles above the 
average in 1952. The average speed of 
freight trains in 1953 also was greater than 
in any preceding year, amounting to 18.2 
miles per hour for all freight trains op- 
erated by Class I railroads. In 1952 the 
average was 17.6 miles. In 1943 the average 
was 15.4 miles. These averages cover all 
freight trains, local as well as through 
trains, from terminal to terminal and take 
into consideration all stops. The average in 
1953 was an increase of 77 percent compared 
with that in 1920 and an increase of 18 
percent compared with ten years ago. More 
freight cars per train were handled by Class 
I railroads in 1953 than ever before, the 
average being 63.2 cars compared with 61.6 
cars preceding year and 35.6 cars in 1920.

Committee of American Steamship Lines: 
Direct and indirect taxes paid to Uncle Sam 
as a result of shipping activities by 15 pri- 
vately-owned American-flag steamship lines 
bring back more revenue to government 
than the net cost of government aid pay- 
ments made to these companies, according 
to the Committee of American Steamship 
Lines. Direct federal income and profit taxes 
paid by the lines in 14 years since passage 
of the 1936 Merchant Marine Act total $130,- 
503,000, the bulletin says. Operating differ-

NFTC RECORD FOR 1953 


The Record for 1953, which reviews the 
activities of the Council during the year 
ended Lecember 31, 1953, will be supplied, 
on request, to those interested in interna- 
tional trade and investment. 

As mentioned in the foreword, the Council, 
as a result of wide and practical experience 
gained through serving the American for- 
eign trade and investment community since 
1914, was able to assist in the continuing 
development of sound and essential inter- 
national commercial relations. 


QUANTITATIVE RESTRICTIONS 
ON IMPORTS—GERMANY 


The Federal Republic of Germany has an- 
nounced that approximately 2,000 additional 
commodities may be imported from dollar 
areas without quantitative restrictions. Pre- 
viously, imports of these items from dollar 
areas were under quantitative limitations. 
The new regulations in no way affect the 
rate of import duty to which these items are 
subject. 

While the German Governmen will con- 
tinue to require import and foreign ex- 
change licenses, individual German pro- 
curement authorizations will no longer be 
required for the commodities listed. No 
change has been made in the regulations 
governing imports of commodities not in- 
cluded on the list. 

The import liberalization does not yet ap- 
ply to West Berlin although it is expected 
that the Berlin City Council will soon adopt 
an identical measure. Also, the Federal 
Republic of Germany is expected to an- 
nounce additional items which may be im- 
ported without quantitative restrictions 
when the effects of the first step have been 
evaluated. Detailed information concerning 
the commodities affected may be obtained 
from the German Consulates in the United 
States. 


PHILIPPINE TRADE ACT OF 1946 


In view of current discussions relating to 
the Philippine Trade Act of 1946, a summary 
of that Act has been prepared in the NFTC 
Far Eastern Division, and has been circu- 
lated for the information of members. This 
Act currently governs commercial relations 
between the United States and the Philip- 
pines. In accordance with its provisions the 
present status of trade free of ordinary cus- 
toms duties between the two countries will 
terminate on July 3, 1954. Thereafter, the 
Act provides that such duties will be im- 
posed gradually for a twenty-year period, 
reaching full customs duty status in 1974. 

Proposals for revision in the Philippine 
Trade Act of 1946 have been under discus- 
sion for some time in the Philippines and 
in the United States. Recently, there has 
been advanced in both countries the idea of 
amending the Philippine Trade Act so as to 
extend for one and a half years and possibly 
for a longer period beyond July 3, 1954, the 
existing duty-free status. The NFTC Philip- 
pine Committee is currently considering 
these proposals, as well as other recom- 
mendations for strengthening and improv- 


ing commercial and investment relations be- 
tween the two countries. 


TAXATION OF INCOME DERIVED 
FROM FOREIGN SOURCES 


Available upon request is the text of 
Revenue Ruling 54-72 published in the In- 
ternal Revenue Bulletin of March 1, 1954 
which provides: 

“Where a taxpayer meets the requirements 
of section 116(a)(2) of the Internal Revenue 
Code regarding presence in a foreign country 
or countries during at lease 510 full days dur- 
ing any period of 18 consecutive months, but 
receives compensation attributable to such 
period in a taxable year ending subsequent to 
December $1, 1952, no portion of which falls 
within the 18 month period, no portion of such 
compensation received in such taxable year is 
exrcludable from his gross income.” 

In connection with the general subject of 
taxation of individual income from foreign 
sources, there is available on request a copy 
of a letter dated December, 1953, from the

EGYPTIAN RESTRICTIONS ON 
IMPORT OF USED AND OLD 


MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT 


Egyptian Law 6 of 1954 as published in 
Official Journal No. 2 bis A of January 10, 
1954, became effective on publication pro- 
vides that used or old machinery and equip- 
ment may only be imported into Egypt 
after a permit has been obtained from the 
Industry Administration of the Ministry of 
Commerce and industry. 

Article 1 of the subject Law further spe- 
cifies that these permits will only be issued 
for machinery and equipment to be used in 
certain industries which shall be determined 
by Order of the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry. These “Orders” are to be published 
in the Official Journal and will only become 
effective three months thereafter. Under 
this Law, any machinery and equipment, 
even if not yet used, is to be considered as 
old if there exists yet newer machinery 
capable of greater production or resulting 
in lower net cost. In applying for the per- 
mit to import, a certificate must be pre- 
sented from the factory manufacturing the 
machinery or equipment to the effect that 
it has not yet been used. Imports in viola- 
tion of the Law are to be considered as 
contraband and the provisions of the cus- 
toms regulations on fines and confiscations 
are to be applied. Furthermore, when the 
machinery is installed, if the Industry Ad- 
ministration can prove that its specifications 
differ from those on which the permit was 
issued, then the Ministry of Commerce and 
industry may prohibit use of the machinery. 
Provision is made, however, for appeal to a 
snecial committee in the event a permit to 
import is refused. 

It has been suggested that the three 
months’ period before an “Order” becomes 
effective is intended to give sufficient time to 
those industries directly affected to set up 
new provisioning arrangements for needed 
machines and equipment, and to allow such 
orders to be rescinded should a particular 
Egyptian industry have accepted grounds 
for protest. Translations forwarded by the 
U. S. Embassy in Cairo. has been provided 
the Council through the courtesy of the 
Near East and Africa Division, Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce, Department of Com- 
merce. 


TAX TREATMENT BY CANADA OF 
FOREIGN NATIONALS, ASSETS 
AND TRANSACTIONS 


A memorandum has been issued concern- 
ing the tax treatment by Canada of foreign 
nationals, assets and transactions. This 
memorandum, revised to January, 1954, by 
the Canadian Government, is based on re- 
plies to a United Nations questionnaire.

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN 
REGULATIONS APPROVED

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


POLAND—Senders are cautioned that the contents of gift parcels will invariably be 
subject to very high rates of customs duty in Poland, and are not delivered unless this 
duty is paid by the addressees. In addition, many items require import permits to be 
obtained by the addressees from the Polish authorities. Senders presenting parcels for 
mailing on which they would not be willing to pay return postage if delivery is not 
effected in Poland should complete Forms 2922 and 2966 to show that their parcels are 
to be treated as abandoned if undeliverable as addressed. Patrons desiring information 
as to the amount of duty chargeable on any particular items are referred to the Bureau 
of Foreign Commerce, Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., or to any field 
oflice of that Department. 


RESTRICTED DELIVERY OF REGISTERS—Senders in this country may restrict the 
delivery of registered Postal Union articles addressed to the following countries on 
condition that the articles are accompanied with a return receipt and are endorsed by 
the sender in the manner indicated: 

Philippines (Republic of) ....‘‘To be delivered to Addressee only.” 

Saudi Arabia “A remettre personnellement.” 

ae “A remettre en main propre” or 
“A entregar en propia mano.” 

The endorsements shown in the second column shall be placed above and near the 
address and must be underlined in red. The country of destination will make two attempts 
to effect delivery and if unsuccessful the article will be returned as undeliverable. 


MEXICO—A large variety of items intended for mailing to Mexico, when the value 
exceeds 100 Mexican pesos, require import licenses which the addressees must obtain 
prior to the receipt of the goods. This applies to gifts as well as commercial shipments. 
Prospective mailers are urged to ascertain in advance of mailing whether their parcels 
will be admissible. Information as to Mexican import duties applicable to specific items 
and their status under Mexican import control may be obtained from the American 
tepublics Division, Bureau of Foreign Commerce, Department of Commerce, Washington 
25, D. C., or from any field office of that department, 


AUSTRIA—Certain plants and plant products are prohibited from importation into 
Austria or are admitted under restrictions. Interested patrons are informed that infor- 
mation can be obtained from the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine, Department 
of Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C., or from one of the offices of that Bureau located at 
principal ports of entry. It is understood that addressees may be required to obtain 
permission from the authorities in Austria for the importation of medicines, meat products 
(except in individual gift parcels), and arms. 


KENYA AND UGANDA, TANGANYIKA TERRITORY, AND ZANZIBAR AND PEMBA— 
Articles in the Postal Union mails other than letters, letter packages and post cards now 
are accepted for air dispatch to Kenya and Uganda, Tanganyika Territory, and Zanzibar 
and Pemba, at the postage rate of 65 cents for the first two ounces or fraction, and 45 cents 
for additional two ounces or fraction.

Air mail 
articles for Ocean and Gilbert Islands are given onward dispatch from Australia by 
ordinary means, while air mail articles for Ellice, Fanring, Washington, and Christmas 
Islands are given onward dispatch from Fiji by ordinary means. 

INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE RATE CIRCULAR—A new international postage rate 
circular—known as Form 2902—showing the international postuge rates and conditions 
for both surface mail and air mail for other countries is now available. This circular is 
of particular interest to patrons who are frequent users of the International Postal Service 
and a copy may be obtained at local post offices. 


SOUTH KOREAN TRADE LISTS 


To aid U. S. importers and exporters in developing their trade with Korea, BFC has 
issued a list of the registered foreign traders in that country and the commodities in 
which they usually trade. Also included are the names of the principal industrial firms 
involved in foreign trade, together with a brief review of basic industry and trade data. 

Foreign traders in the Republic of Korea are required to register with the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce. To qualify for registration, a firm must have a paid-in capital 
of at least 3,000,000 hwan, and individuals must show a bank balance of at least 5,000,000 
hwan (180 hwan = U. S. $1 at the official exchange rate). All foreign traders in South 
Korea are both importers and exporters. They are generally commission merchants and 
wholesalers, although some trade is also conducted by manufacturers who export their 
own products, and by end-users, who import for their own consumption. 

Import and export licenses are issued under commodity quota limitations fixed by 
the Korean Ministry of Commerce and Industry and to the extent of foreign exchange 
availabilities and Bank of Korea exchange allocations. Import licenses for pharmaceuticals 
en aS prior permit from the Ministry of Health. Export licenses are generally valid for 
only 60 days after issuance. Ordinarily, an import license is valid for 90 days. 

Private trade with the Republic of Korea may be conducted through direct negotia- 
tions with Korean foreign traders, manufacturers, or end-users. Trade on a governmental 
level may be conducted directly with the Office of Procurement in Korea or through any 
of its agents, who may include foreign traders, or the Government’s embassies or 
consulates. Exporters also may sell to Korea under the United States and United Nations 
aid and reconstruction programs for Korea. Such sales are made to the procurement 
agencies of the United States and the United Nations, including the General Services 
Administration, Department of Defense procurement agencies, and The United Nations 
Korean Reconstruction Agency.

T 2é he Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
aun ae oe foreign apehaadine dropped from $1,348.9 million in December to 
$1,089.9 million in January, a total about 17% below the 1953 monthly average of $1,312.3 
million and approximately 16% below the January, 1953, total of $1,292.8 million. During 
the same period, general imports declined from $907.7 to $836.9 million, or approximately 
6% below the 1953 monthly average of $893.1 million and about 9% below the January, 
1953 total of $922.3 million. The figure of $836.9 million for general imports includes 
informal entry importations valued at $250 or less which are estimated at $4.3 million. 
Informal entry importations have heretofore been excluded from the import statistics. 
Exports of grant-aid military supplies and equipment decreased from $215.3 to $169.3 
million. [F.T. 900.]

EXPORT CONTROLS RELAXED 





Exporters now may ship over 75 additional types of industrial machines and parts to 
Western Hemisphere countries without applying for an individual export license. The 
relaxations apply to certain types of steam turbines and steam generators; kerosene 
tractor engines over 10 horsepower; power excavators and dredging machines: crushing, 
pulverizing and screening machines; concrete pavers and mixers; graders, jacks with 
lifting capacity of 10 tons and over, and cranes; industrial trucks, tractors, and parts; 
specialized mining machinery and equipment; air-conditioning and refrigerating equip- 


ment; textile machinery; heat exchangers; and chemical and pharmaceutical processing 
and manufacturing machines. 

Shipments of these items may be made to Western Hemisphere destinations under 
general license GO, without prior application to BFC. Individual export licenses continue 
to be required for all other destinations. 


ADDITIONAL COPY OF IMPORT CERTIFICATE REQUIRED 

Effective April 1, importers must submit an additional copy of the import certificate 
(Form IT-826) when requesting certification and validation under the Import Certificate- 
Delivery Verification (IC/DV) procedure. 
The additional copy is required to fulfill a recent agreement among IC/DV cooperating 
countries whereby the government of the importing country will transmit a copy of 
each validated import certificate to the government of the exporting country. Formerly 
only two copies of the import certificate were required in most instances. E ; 
; The new requirement does not relieve U. S. importers of the responsibility for trans- 
mitting the original validated import certificate to their foreign exporters, or otherwise 
disposing of it in accordance with regulations of the exporting country. ;

1954 OPERATION OF BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN 
This year’s operation of the British Token Import Plan began on March 3. The plan 
will operate under the proposed regulations and procedures announced on February 9, 
with only one basic change, which provides that the June 30 deadline for submission of 
Token Quota Voucher applications (Form FC-927) generally may be extended for all 
firms certified in any specific commodity group, under certain conditions. 


WESTERN GERMANY EASES IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Federal Republic of Germany has freed approximately 2,000 commodities for 
import from dollar areas without quantitative restrictions. The list of items which now 
may be freely imported includes such traditional U. S. exports as cotton, lard, tobacco, 
most nonferrous metals, petroleum products, certain chemicals, specialized industrial and 
electrical machinery and equipment, and special-purpose motor vehicles. 

Previously, imports of these items from dollar areas were under quantitative limita- 
tions. This action taken by the Federal Republic of Germany is an important first step 
toward reestablishing free, competitive trade between that country and the United States 
without discrimination against dollar goods because of balance of payments considerations. 
Commodities on the free list account for about one-third of the value of German imports 
from the United States in 1953. 

While the German Government will continue to require import and foreign exchange 
licenses, individual German procurement authorizations will no longer be required for the 
commodities listed. No change has been made in regulations governing imports of com- 
modities not included on the list. The import liberalization does not yet apply to West 
Berlin, although the Berlin City Council is expected to adopt an identical measure 
soon. Also, the Federal Republic of Germany is expected to add additional items to the 
free list when the effects of this first step have been evaluated.

INTERNATIONAL TIN AGREEMENT 

The State Department has informed the other governments particularly interested In 
tin the decision of the United States Government to hold off the market excess tin stocks 
it holds and expects to acquire and also announced the decision of the United States not 
to sign the International Tin Agreement drawn at Geneva in December 1953. It made clear 
that the United States did not object if other countries decided to bring the Agreement 
into force. The United States is not a tin-producing country. 

In announcing its decision not to sign the Agreement, the United States made clear 
that it was aware of the importance attached to the Agreement by other governments. 
Since the Agreement can come into force and can be operated without United States par- 
ticipation, the State Department said it did not anticipate that the United States decision 
would prevent the Agreement from becoming effective and made clear that the United 
States would not object if other governments decided that this was in their interest. 

The Department explained that under the decision not to dispose of the excess tin 
stocks held or to be acquired by the United States Government these stocks would be held 
in insulation. Withdrawals could be made only at the direction of the President, as in the 
ease of regular stockpile materials. F 

The countries which participated in the drafting of the International Tin Agreement 
in addition to the United States, were: Indonesia, Bolivia, Belgium, Thailand, Netherland. 
India, Canada, Australia, Italy, Germany, Japan, France, and the United Kingdom. . ,

fests of crews’ purchases which accompany vessels from port to port in the United States; 
and (3) eliminate the filing with comptrollers of customs of reports on customs Form 
3253. Hereafter, under the regulations a comptroller will receive from every vessel 
required to enter, a copy of the manifest covering cargo for discharge in his district and 
a copy of the manifest of the crews’ purchases and vessel stores filed with the collector 
at the first port of entry in the comptroller district.

FALSIFICATION OF INVOICES COVERING MERCHANDISE IMPORTED 
INTO THE UNITED STATES 

In respect of shipments of merchandise forwarded to the United States under cover 
of false invoices, the attention of the trading public is invited to the fact that such 
merchandise, if entered or introduced into the commerce of the United States by means 
of the false invoice, is subject to seizure and forfeiture under section 592, Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended. Whenever an importer or consignee learns of such falsity, he may 
cooperate with the United States Customs officials by complying with one of the follow- 
ing procedures: 

1. Refuse to accept the false invoice, secure a corrected invoice, and file entry with 
the use of the corrected invoice; or 

2. Advise the entry division at the customhouse of the incorrectness of the invoice and 
file an application on customs Form 5101 to make entry prior to production of a missing 
document. 

Under the second alternative procedure, acceptance of the entry will be accompanied 

by a bond charge for the production of a corrected certified invoice. Failure to file a 
correct invoice within the statutory 6-months’ period shall cause the assessment of liqui- 
dated damages under the entry bond. 
; If either of the foregoing procedures is followed, the Customs Service believes that, 
in the absence of unusual circumstances, the enforcement of the provisions of section 
a owns not be warranted. The action of all customs officers shall be governed accord- 
ingly. 

In order to afford the owner, importer, or any other interested person the fullest 
protection from the imposition of sanctions under section 592, the disclosure as to the 
falsity of the original invoice must be made at the time of entry. The fact that the 
falsitv is not discovered until after entry and that a voluntary disclosure is made to a 
responsible customs officer, who shall, in turn, report the facts to the office of the collector

CLASSIFICATION 

Mrass pinion rods are properly classifiable as articles or wares, not specially provided 
for, composed wholly or in chief value of brass under parageaph 397, Tariff Act of 1930, 
rather than as brass rods under paragraph 381, Tariff Act of 1930. AS this ruling will 
result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed 
under an established and uniform practice, it shall be applied to such or similar merchan 
dise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after May 12, 1954. 
Bureau letter to the collector of customs, New York, New York, January 19, 1954. (426.53). 

Envelopes containing articles subject to different rates of duty.—When envelopes 
contain two or more articles subject to different rates of duty, the value of the envelopes 
shall be prorated according to the values of the contents for the purpose of applying the 
proviso to paragraph 1408, Tariff Act of 1930. For example, if an envelope contains (1) 
an article valued at $2, dutiable at 5 percent ad valorem; (2) an article valued at $5, 
dutiable at 35 percent ad valorem; and (3) an article valued at $3 which is duty free; 
the sum of (a) 20 percent of the value of the envelope multiplied by the rate of 5 percent 
ad valorem plus (b) 50 percent of the value of the envelope multiplied by the rate of 
35 percent ud valorem shall be compared with the duty applicable to the envelope if 
empty and the higher duty shall be applied.

Supplies and equipment for aircraft of foreign registry.—In accordance with section 
309 (d) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the Secretary of Commerce has found and 
has advised the Secretary of the Treasury that Italy allows privileges to aircraft registered 
in the United States and engaged in foreign trade substantially reciprocal to the privileges 
pr« vided for in sections 309 (a) and 317 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, in respect 
of aircraft registered in a foreign country and actually engaged in foreign trade. The 
same privileges are therefore hereby extended to aircraft registered in Italy. Bureau 
letter to collector of customs, New York, New York, January 27, 1954.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, AMENDED—PROVISIONAL REGISTERS, 
ISSUANCE OF 

In view of the fact that on May 15, 1952, the President of the United States in Execu- 
tive Order No. 1035: (17 F. R. 4517) designated certain persons for the purpose of Issuing 
prc visional certificates of registry to certain vessels abroad and at the same time revoked 
Executive Order No. 2164 of April 7, 1915, the previous designation of the Governor of 
Guam to perform the function has been terminated.

COUNTERVAILING DUTIES, WOOL TOPS, URUGUAY 

The Treasury Department on March 8 announced approval of an order by the Acting 
Commissioner of Customs reducing from 18 percent to 6 percent the countervailing duties 
in effect on imports of wool tops from Uruguay. 

The Customs order followed action by the Government of Uruguay modifying the 
Uruguayan exchange rate applicable to wool tops exports from that country to the United 
States. It has been determined that the modification would reduce from 18 percent to 
6 percent the net amount of bounties or grants paid by the Uruguayan Government to 
the Uruguayan exporters. 

The original order of the Customs Bureau levying the countervailing duties was 
issued last May, after determination that the benefit of a bounty was being received by 
the Uruguayan exporters. The Tariff Act of 1930 provides for countervailing duties equal 
to the net amount of any bounty or grant. 

The countervailing duties are added to all other applicable duties and charges.

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise; 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 





excise tax has been paid.

AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS RELATING TO 
PROHIBITED IMPORTATIONS 


§ 500.204 of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations was amended on March 5, 1952, 
by the addition of certain commodities to the lists of commodities dealings in which are 
prohibited except under license. Paint brushes containing hog bristles and worth more 
than twenty-four dollars a dozen and Yak hair were added to the list set forth under 
§ 500.204 (a) (2). Castor bean and castor oil were added to § 500.204 (a) (3). 

§ 500.204 as amended on March 5, 1954, reads as follows: 

§ 500.204 Importation of and dealings in certain merchandise. (a) Except as specifically 
authorized by the Secretary of the Treasury (or any person, agency, or instrumentality 
designated by him) by means of regulations, or rulings, instructions, licenses, or other- 
wise, no person subject to the jurisdiction of the United States may purchase, transport, 
import, or otherwise deal in or engage in any transaction with respect to any merchan- 
dise outside the United States if such merchandise is: 

(1) Merchandise the country of origin of which is China (except Formosa) or North 
Korea. Articles which are the growth, produce, or manufacture of China (except Formosa) 
or North Korea shall be deemed for the purposes of this chapter to be merchandise whose 
country of origin is China (except Formosa) or North Korea notwithstanding that they 
may have been subjected to one or any combination of the following in another country: 
(i) Grading; (ii) testing; (iii) checking; (iv) shredding; (v) slicing; (vi) peeling or 
splitting; (vii) scraping; (viii) cleaning; (ix) washing; (x) soaking; (xi) drying; (xii) 
covuling, chilling, or refrigerating; (xiii) roasting; (xiv) steaming; (xv) cooking; (xvi) 
curing; (xvii) combining of fur skins into plates; (xviii) blending; (xix) flavoring; (xx) 
preserving; (xxi) pickling; (xxii) smoking; (xxiii) dressing; (xxiv) salting; (xxv) dyeing; 
(xxvi) bleaching; (xxvii) tanning; (xxviii) packing; (xxix) canning; (xxx) labeling: 
(xxxi) carding; (xxxii) combing; (xxxiii) pressing; (xxxiv) any process similar to any 
of the foregoing. Any article wheresoever manufactured shall be deemed for the purposes 
of this chapter to be merchandise whose country of origin is China (except Formosa) 
or North Korea, if there shall have been added to such article any embroidery, needle 
point, petit point, lace, or any other article of adornment which is the product of China 
(except Formosa) or North Korea notwithstanding that such addition to the merchandise 
may have occurred in a country other than China (except Formosa) or North Korea. 

(2) Merchandise specified in this subparagraph, however processed, unless such mer- 
oo is imported directly from a country named as excepted for that type of mer- 
chandise:

§ 500.536 Certain transactions with respect to merchandise affected by § 500.204 * * * 
(c) The purchase outside the United States for importation into the United States of 
merchandise specified in § 560.204 (other than merchandise to which § 500.204 (a) (1) is 
applicable) and the importation of such merchandise into the United States (including 
transactions listed in paragraph (a) of this section) are authorized if the merchandise is 
shipped to the United States directly or on a through bill of lading from the Federal 
Republic of Germany, Hong Kong, Japan, Taiwan (Formosa) or the Republic of Korea, 
provided that there is presented to the collector of customs in connection with such impor- 
tation the original of an appropriate certificate of origin as defined in paragraph (d) 
of this section. 

(d) A certificate of origin is appropriate for the purposes of this section only if 

(1) It is a certificate of origin which 

(i) In the case of merchandise shipped from Hong Kong is issued by the Hong Kong 
Department of Commerce and Industry and termed a “comprehensive” certificate of origin; 

(ii) In the case of merchandise shipped from Japan is issued by the Japanese Ministry 
of International Trade and Industry; 

(iii) In the case of merchandise shipped from Taiwan (Formosa) is issued by the 
Ministry of Economic Affairs of the Republic of China; 

(iv) In the case of merchandise shipped from South Korea is issued by the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry of the Republic of Korea; and 
, (v) In the case of merchandise shipped from the Federal Republic of Germany is 
issued by the Federal Ministry of Economics of the Federal Republic of Germany (or its 
Federal Agency for Commodity Trade) and relates to merchandise exported from Germany 
after November 20, 1953; and 

(2) It bears a statement by the issuing agency referring to the Foreign Assets Control 
Regulations and stating that the certificate has been issued under procedures agreed upon 
with the United States Government. 


COAL, COKE, AND BRIQUETTES IMPORTED 
FROM CERTAIN COUNTRIES 


Coal, coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes imported from the following 
countries and entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
during the period from January 1 to December 31, 1954, inclusive, will not be subject to 
the tax of 10 cents per 100 pounds prescribed in the Internal Revenue Code, section 342:

Coal, coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes produced in the United King- 
dom, imported into the United States directly or indirectly therefrom, and entered for 
consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the calendar year 
1954 will be exempt from the tax by virtue of the Internal Revenue Code, section 3420. 

Certain countries from which there have been no importations of coal or allied fuels 
since January 1, 1952, are not included in the above list. Further information concerning 
the taxable status of coal or allied fuels imported during the calendar year 1954 from 
countries not listed above will be furnished upon application therefore to the Bureau.

These standards apply to tea shipped from abroad on or after May 1, 1954. Tea shipped

[Order 36] Application of Board of Commissioners to Relocate Boundaries 
of Foreign-Trade Zone No. 2 
Pursuant to the authority granted in the Foreign-Trade Zones Act of June 18, 1934, 
as amended (48 Stat. 998-1003; 19 U. S. C. 8la-8lu), the Foreign-Trade Zones Board has 
adopted the following order which is promulgated for the information and guidance of all 
concerned: 


Whereas, the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans, as grantee of 


Foreign-Trade Zone No. 2, filed an application dated November 16, 1953, requesting that, 
in connection with the extensive development of the Public Commodity Warehouse, in a 
part of which the existing zone is now located, and for the more economic utilization 


of the facilities of the terminal, the boundaries of the zone be re-established to exclude the 
water area, the wharf apron and marginal tracks, together with the lower sections of 
Wharfhouse Sections 5 and 6, and to include Building 17 and adjacent land areas; and 

Whereas, the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans states that this 
alteration of boundaries and the addition of Building 17 will provide for a more economic 
utilization of the facilities of the zone; and 

Whereas, particularly the inclusion of said Building is necessary to accommodate 
certain new uses and operations of the zone to the benefit of foreign trade in the region. 

Now, therefore, the Foreign-Trade Zones Board, after full consideration and a finding 
that the proposal is in the public interest, thereby orders: 

That the boundaries of Foreign-Trade Zone No. 2 be, and they hereby are re-estab- 
lished, to exclude the water area, the wharf apron and marginal tracks, together with 
the lower sections of Wharfhouse Sections 5 and 6, and to include Building 17 and 
adjacent upland in zone area, in conformity with revised Exhibit 10 (b), dated November 
2, 1953, made a part of the application, provided that the grantee segregates such area 
in a manner that will comply with the requirements of the Collector of Customs at New 
Orleans, Louisiana. 

It is found that compliance with the notice, public rule making procedure, and effec- 
tive date requirements of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003) is unnecessary 
in connection with the issuance of this order, because its application is restricted to one 
foreign-trade zone, and is of a nature that it imposes no burden on the parties of interest.

INVOICING AND LABELING OF CERTAIN COAL-TAR PRODUCTS 

On July 8, 1953, notice was given in the Federal Register (18 F. R. 3969) that, pur- 
suant to paragraph 28 (f), Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U. S. C. 1001, par. 28 (f)), the Bureau 
of Customs was considering amending § 8.13 (i) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 
8.13 (i)) and Treasury Decision 39744 (44 Treas. Dec. 41) with reference to the information 
required to be furnished on invoices covering importations of any coal-tar color, dye 
stain, color acid, color base, color lake, leuco-compound, indoxyl, or indoxyl compound 

in response to this notice numerous representations were received that the proposed 
regulations were unreasonable in certain respects. Accordingly, the matter was given 
further consideration and notice is hereby given, pursuant to section 4 of the Administra- 
tive Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003) that, in order to facilitate the identification and 
examination of imported dyestuffs it is proposed to require information as to trade name, 
manufacturer’s name, percentage of dyestuff, number of the dyestuff in a recognized 
index of dyestuffs, and, when necessary, information indicating method of application, 
chemical classification, and composition to be furnished with respect to each kind of 
coal-tar dyestuff in each importation of coal-tar dyestuffs.

The Bureau is in receipt of a communication from the Department of the 4 
that, until further A rong requests for drawback on merchandise sold to the Navy be 
referred to that, Department prior to the payment of such drawback. It is understood 
the purpose of the request is to insure that the policy of the Navy with respect to the 
treatment of drawback in Navy contracts is adhered to. ‘ 

In compliance with the above request, the certificate filed pursuant to section 22.37 
of the Customs Regulations with each drawback entry covering merchandise sold to the 
Navy shall be forwarded by coliectors of customs to the Department of the Navy, Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, Washington 25, D. C. (Code S711), for the information of that 
Department and tor advice whether it objects to the payment of drawback on articles 
covered by the particular Navy contract concerned. 

In the event the above-mentioned certificate is signed by an individual whose authority 
to sign has not been previously verified, verification shall be requested by the collector 
when transmitting the certificate. There will be no necessity to forward the certificate 
to the Bureau in such cases and, therefore, the procedure set forth in Bureau of Customs 
Circular Letter No. 2708 for verification of the authority of individuals to sign the cer- 
tificates is modified to that extent. 

There are set forth in Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2708, Supplement Nos. 
l and 2, the names of purchasers of drawback merchandise which are Government instru- 
mentalities operating with nonappropriated funds within the purview of section 22.37 of 
the Customs Regulations. 

The Army publication, STARS & STRIPES, also is a Government 
operating with nonappropriated funds within the purview of such regulation.

There is reproduced below the White House announcement of the President's decision 
not to give effect to the recommendation of the Tariff Commission that additional fees 
be imposed on imports of wool, wool tops and carbonized wool. The Tariff Commission’s 
report resulted from an investigation made on the request of the President under the 
previsions of section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended.

On July 9, 1953, on the advice of the Secretary of Agriculture, I requested the United States 
Tariff Commission to make an investigation, under Section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, to determine the effect of imports of certain varieties of sheep’s wool on the operation of 
the domestic price-support program for wool 

1 now have the Report of the Tariff Commission, in which a majority of its members 
reccommend the imposition of certain fees on imports of wool in addition to the prevailing 
duties. 

At the same time as the Tariff Commission inquiry was initiated, I requested the 
Secretary of Agriculture to make a comprehensive study of the domestic factors which 
have contributed to the decline in sheep numbers and wool production in the United States, 
with a view toward the development of a sound and prosperous domestic wool industry 
consistent with an expanding international trade. 

On the basis of this study, which was carefully analyzed and discussed by the inter- 
ested agencies of the Executive Branch, I determined that domestic wool growers required 
continued price or income assistance in a more effective form than is now provided. I 
accepted the principal recommendations of the Secretary of Agriculture, which provide 
for government assistance to growers under an incentive payment plan during periods 
when wool prices are below the desired support level.

These recommendations have been submitted to the Congress. Hearings have been 
held before the Senate Committee on Agriculture and Forestry and a bill embodying 
these recommendations has been approved by that Committee. The enactment of this 
program by the Congress would eliminate the necessity for an increase in import fees 
or other limitations on wool imports, a course of action w hich I do not believe would best 
serve either the wool growing industry or the national interest. 1 am confident that this 
new program will appreciably contribute to the achievement of a sound and prosperous 
domestic wool industry, an essential component of a healthy overall economy and a 
Strong defense. 

In view of the fact that the Administration’s new wool program is specifically designed 
t» help remedy those conditions which prompted the Tariff Commission’s investigation, I 
am taking no action on the Commission's Report.

She speaks, reads, and writes 
several foreign languages, and is the compiler of “The Tariff, A Bibliography,” “Reciprocal 
Trade, A Current Bibliography,” and “Raw Materials Bibliography.” 

To express their appreciation of the many kindnesses and the expert assistance given 
them by Miss Notz, her friends at the Tariff Commission have presented her with a gold 
service key and other gifts. The staff of the Commission held “una despedida” in the 
Library in her honor. Miss Notz plans to remain in Washington after her retirement, and 
to spend considerable time in research work, a field for which she is more than amply 
qualified.
